Legislative Counsel’s Digest of Assembly Amendments

SB 235, asit passed the Senate, amended the Pilot Program for Increased Access
to Responsible Small Dollar Loans of the California Finance Lenders Law to ex-
pand the services that a finder is authorized to perform for a licensed finance lender
or broker to include, among other things, disbursement of loan proceeds to, and
receipt of loan payments from, the borrower. SB 235 imposed requirements on a
finder who performed those services, including a requirement to deliver a receipt
with specified information to borrowers if the finder receives loan payments. SB
235 also deleted the maximum finder’s fee established for the pilot program and
instead authorized payment of finder compensation pursuant to a schedule that is
mutually agreed to by the licensee and the finder, not to exceed $70 per loan.

The Assembly amendments, among other things, provide that the payment of
finder compensation for certain services pursuant to the mutually agreed upon
schedule is not to exceed $65 per loan, plus $2 per payment received by the finder
on behalf of the licensee for the duration of the loan under specified circumstances.
The Assembly amendments also require additional information to be on the receipt
delivered to borrowers by finders who receive loan payments, and require the li-
censee to maintain specified records regarding a finder’s activities to facilitate an
examination of the licensee by the Commissioner of Business Oversight. The As-
sembly amendments also require the licensee to develop and implement policies
and procedures designed to respond to questions raised by applicants and borrow-
ers regarding their loans, including those involving finders, including completing
two—way communication with an applicant before a loan is consummated. The As-
sembly amendments clarify that the commissioner shall determine when an ap-
plication is complete, and make other technical and conforming changes.

The Assembly amendments delete the expansion of the definition described
above and instead provide that, on the effective date of certain regulations adopted
by the Medical Board of California, a licensed midwife shall be eligible to serve
as a “comprehensive perinatal provider,” as defined. The Assembly amendments
also make technical, nonsubstantive changes to the provisions described above.

leted specified reporting requirements from the currently inoperative Chacon—
Moscone Bilingual-Bicultural Education Act of 1976; (10) deleted a requirement
for the Superintendent of Public Instruction to submit an annual report evaluating
specified programs providing state aid to public schools where pupil performance
is affected by factors such as low family income, high pupil transiency rates, and
large numbers of homes where a primary language other than English is spoken;
and (11) updated references, deleted obsolete provisions, and made conforming
and other nonsubstantive changes in various Education Code sections.

The Assembly amendments delete the provisions described under (1), (4), (6),
and (7) in the paragraph above. The Assembly amendments also amended other
sections of the Education Code to correct cross—references and make clarifying
and nonsubstantive changes.

SB 575, as it passed the Senate, required an insurer of long—term care insurance
to annually notify a policyholder or certificate holder and, if elected, at least one
individual designated by the policyholder or certificate holder, when a shortened
benefit period nonforfeiture benefit or contingent benefit upon lapse is conferred,
of (a) the availability of the shortened benefit period nonforfeiture benefit or con-
tingent benefit upon lapse, (b) that the insured may request a statement of the cur-
rent value of the benefit at any time, and (c) the name, address, and telephone num-
ber of the insurer for questions about the benefit. SB 575, as it passed the Senate,
required the insurer to notify all holders of the benefit at least once every 2 years
or at the time of the annual notice of the right to change, as indicated on an election
form provided for that purpose, the person other than the holder of the benefit who
is designated to receive that information. SB 575, as it passed the Senate, provided
that if, upon proper mailing by the insurer, the policyholder or certificate holder
fails to return the election form, the failure will be deemed a waiver of the right to
designate additional persons to receive the notice.

The Assembly amendments delete the requirement that the insurer annually
notify a policyholder or certificate holder and, if elected, at least one individual
designated by the policyholder or certificate holder, that the insured may request
a statement of the current value of the benefit at any time, and instead require the
insurer to provide information regarding the dollar amount of the benefit calcu-
lated up to 60 days prior to the date of the annual notice. The Assembly amend-
ments also require an insurer to send the election form to designate an individual
to receive that information by July 1, 2016, for individuals who hold contingent
benefits upon lapse as of January 1, 2016. The Assembly amendments also revise
the provision that would deem the failure to return the election form to be a waiver,
as described above, if the policyholder or certificate holder fails to return the elec-
tion form within 90 days.
